Species A, that directed to a die apparatus (claims 1-7); and 

Species B, that directed to a die apparatus for pressing (claims 17-21). The 
species are independent or distinct because the embodiment of Species B requires a 
positioning means for the substrate while that of Species A does not. Also, Species A 
requires at least two structures — the mandrel with a rod portion and the ring portion — 
that are clearly not required for Species B.
